Emergency ordinance expands outdoor business
space

We took another step in our efforts to help Renton businesses recover from
COVID-19. At Monday's meeting, the city council unanimously passed an
ordinance that allows businesses to request an expansion of outdoor space. It
also streamlines city regulations covering advertising and event signage.
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Local businesses can apply for an
Economic Recovery Revocable
Right-of-Way Permit, which allows
them to expand their outdoor area
onto the sidewalk in front of their
building or onto an adjoining
parking lot. This additional space
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requirements and guidelines, including social distancing.

The ordinance also further defines permits required for advertising signage.
Our Economic Development Division has also made “"Open for Business” and
"Open for Pickup” banners that are available at no cost to businesses.

Under the new ordinance, businesses in the city center are allowed one street-
front sign, which must be placed against the building and not on the sidewalk.
Outside the city center, a business, including those in shopping centers, can
have one street-front sign and one other sign abutting in any added space. All
signs must be no larger than 32 inches wide, and 36 inches tall, professionally
manufactured, and pertain to that business.

This ordinance will allow businesses to more clearly show patrons they're
open. I'm hoping you will continue to do all you can by patronizing our local
businesses and sharing your experiences with friends and others through
social media.

City hall re-opening plan unveiled
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City Hall access plan once King County moves into Phase 3

We are currently preparing city hall for a partial re-opening once King County
advanced into Phase 3. This is a collaborative effort, led by our risk
management division and community services department. They shared their
work with the city council on Monday.

All visitors will be screened outside the main entrance to city hall. Only when it
is safe by social distancing guidelines will access to the lobby be allowed. A
limited number of people will be allowed inside the lobby at one time to help
manage safety. Everyone, including visitors and staff, will be required to wear
face coverings per county and state mandates. For members of the public who
are unable to wear a face covering, we will offer accommodations such as
services at a location where social distancing can be maintained (outside city
hall) or a scheduled appointment where physical distancing can be ensured.

Once inside, signage will direct visitors to staff from our public-facing
departments such as police, courts, finance, and community and permitting.
These departments will be conveniently and safely located on the first-floor
lobby to best assist when in-person services are required. You'll also see
changes to the workstations (allowing six feet of separation, plexiglass) and
elevators designed for social distancing and restricted access to other floors.
Also, we are continuing our increased cleaning/sanitizing of all public spaces.

Please keep in mind that even after we open, we strongly encourage you to
continue to conduct your city business online and via the telephone. After we
open, our hours will be limited, and not all of our services will be available. If
you must come to city hall, we suggest you make an appointment online.
Appointments will have priority over drop-ins. Social distancing guidelines will
be followed and as a result there may be delays. Please be patient with our
staff as their over-riding goal is to deliver excellent customer service to each
of our valued community members.

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This plan is ever-evolving. As we get a clearer understanding of when we can
safely re-open city hall, we will share our plan including specific days/hours of
the week for access.

I'd like to thank all our staff who had a hand in developing this plan. They
have developed a thoughtful process that allows us to continue providing a
high customer service level while protecting our residents’ and staff's health
and safety.

Projects will provide affordable housing
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Willowcrest Townhomes project in the Sunset area.

Affordable housing for our residents is one of my priorities. So, I'm delighted
that two such projects are proceeding with the help of community partners.

It's long been our desire to provide high-quality, affordable homes so our
residents can realize their dreams of homeownership. Our work with the
creative staff at Renton Housing Authority and Homestead Community Land
Trust has been instrumental in providing those options.

A great example is the Earlington Village Townhomes, where we partnered

with Homestead and nationally-known builder Taylor Morrison. They are
accepting applications for the first of these income-qualified three- and four-
bedroom townhomes. When complete, the project will have seven units.

Willowcrest is currently under construction and, when complete, will offer 12
three- and four-bedroom townhomes in the Sunset area. The project is close
to schools, a library, shopping, public transportation, and Sunset
Neighborhood Park. Their high energy-efficient systems and the use of solar
panels make them net-zero for energy use. Willowcrest is a partnership
between the city, Renton Housing Authority, JP Morgan Chase, Heritage Bank,
Edge Community Builders, Third Place Design Cooperative, and King County’s
Department of Natural Resources and Parks.

Units at both projects are priced at below-market rates and intended for those
who make less than 80% of area median income as defined by the US
Department of Housing and Urban Development for the King County area.

Renton leads all South King County cities in Census
2020 self-response rate

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| am pleased to report that our community has really stepped up and that the
latest Census 2020 numbers show that among South King County cities,

Renton has the highest self-response rate and the highest increase in self-

response rate.

Renton’s 2020 self-response rate of 69.3 percent is up 2.1 percent over 2010
(67.2), making us the only city among Auburn, Burien, Federal Way, Kent,
SeaTac, and Tukwila to increase. That 69.3 return percentage keeps us fourth
among Washington cities with populations of at least 100,000. My sincere
thanks to those of you who have returned your questionnaire.

That's good news. The bad news is we're still short of our goal and in the past
few weeks our response rate has not moved beyond the 69.3%. We need to
get the last 30% of our residents to be counted and that is critical. A complete
count of our population is extremely vital to our city. In 2018 Renton received
almost $3.3 million in .

federal funding, an
estimated $2,300 for every
man, woman and child. This
funding included almost
$2.2 million for
transportation projects and
another $640,000 in
community development
block grants. Remember,
this is for one year; the
census covers 10 years.

Inspections - Building and Development Engineering

Community and Economic Development Department (CED) continues to
update homeowners and contractors regarding how the city is implementing
the construction-related provisions of Gov. Inslee’s COVID-19 construction
restart plan and related guidance issued by the governor’s office.

Upon approval for King County jurisdictions to move to Phase 2 of the
Governor's “Safe Start” plan, CED hopes to perform physical onsite and virtual
inspections for all construction projects under the Governor’s Phase 2
construction COVID-19 job site requirements effective as of May 15, 2020.
Whenever possible, virtual inspections will be accomplished. If you are
interested in more information about virtual inspections, please contact the
Building Division: 425-430-7200.

The phase 2 construction COVID-19 job site requirements permit all
construction activity to proceed, whether previously authorized, newly
authorized, existing, or not existing. In effect, new construction is no longer
limited to construction that was previously authorized under Proclamation 20-
25.

Under phase 2, all construction, including those activities for which social
distancing may not be maintained, and the start of new construction projects,
is authorized to resume. Adherence to the health and safety points in the
phase 2 job site requirements will be strictly enforced. Under the phase 2
requirements, any paused and existing construction activity, may
resume/continue immediately if:

e  The employers and employees can meet and maintain all requirements
listed in Phase 2 — construction COVID-19 Job Site Requirements
document; and

e  The employers and employees conduct only those activities that are
allowed under their county’'s phase status.

The safety plan was developed as part of a working group that included
contractors and workers. The plan includes requirements related to safety

A site-specific COVID-19 Supervisor shall be designated by the contractor
at every job site to monitor the health of employees and enforce the
COVID-19 job site safety plan. A designated COVID-19 Supervisor must
be present at all times during construction activities.
Exception: single-family residential job sites with 6 or fewer people on the
site.
2. Posting of COVID-19 exposure control, mitigation and recovery plan
available on job site
Before commencing work, all contractors are required to develop for
each job site a comprehensive COVID-19 exposure control, mitigation,
and recovery plan. The plan must include policies regarding the following
control measures: PPE utilization; on-site social distancing; hygiene;
sanitation; symptom monitoring; incident reporting; site decontamination
procedures; COVID-19 safety training; exposure-response procedures;
and a post-exposure incident project-wide recovery plan. The plan must
also include a Job Hazard Analysis (JHA), including a list of engineering
controls and proper Personal Protective Equipment (PPE), for all job site
activities defined by Washington State Department of Labor & Industries
(L&) as medium and high transmission risk.
No job site may operate until the contractor can meet and maintain
all requirements of the Phase 2 Construction COVID-19 Job Site
Requirements, including providing materials, schedules and
equipment required to comply.
These COVID-19 job site safety practices are required as long as the “Stay
Home, Stay Healthy” Gubernatorial Proclamation 20-25 is in effect or if
adopted as rules by a federal, state or local regulatory agency. All issues
regarding worker safety and health are subject to enforcement action under
L&I's Division of Occupational Safety and Health (DOSH).
